'cure an' advantage over a comj)otitor by 
giving a customer the oiijiort unity to ob- 
tain goods from him under a misc'.'mep- 
tion of the real 'financial position ol the 
pufchaeijr. Until there is a ©ominion 
'Bankruptcy L»a\v the interests of busi- 
uess rcQuire the adoption of all the safe- 
guards that wise an. I prudent Provincial 
legislation <':in afford. 



tha limit of tho age up to wlilch any pupil 
can be educateil at tho expense of the city 
la fillteen, and It Is Illegal for the Tru'3tecs 
to demand of the treasurer to pay for tho 
accommodation iiud tuition of any pupil 
over the statutory age.

'A woriderfnl discovery is announ'.'cd 
by '.Sir .William llams-ay. At a late 
menriug of the .-British .Astronomical 
Association Sir' fYlHIiam Btated that ifor 
l'\\'(ri;';y-y ve years a ■well-known 'l^ondoii 
firm of metallurgif'ts had been eiiga^'eil 
in the extraction of uranium from the 
ore. From certain by-products of uran- 
ium radium is oibtained and the ilirni had 
rlrrown away those by-products an 
valueless. They have Hung from tlair 
furnace ro(mis a fortune whoso niagni- 
'tude cannot bo estimated. Itadium i* 
\\ortli 12s. a milligramme, or one thlr- 
ty-thou«andth part of an ounce. Such 
a thing as an ounce o£ pure radium has 
never been found. If it were discovered 
its value wouhl be fT.'jOjCKX). Dust heaps 
ill tho vicinity of lyondon are lieing <lil- 
ligently searched and who shall say that 
numerous "Boffin's Bower" ■will not 
bo erected from fortunes made by the 
exttartion oi' the precious sube^tanto 
from the refuse of metallurgical works. 
'Lord illayleigh's son has discovered 
'minute traces of radium in the mineral 
waters of Bath. Professor 'Dcfwar 
found radium in tho .same nvaters, and 
as helium, according to '.Marie iCurrie, 
contains radium, the belief is encouraged 
(that trom the g«ses of Bath's ■waters tho 
ijifw element may be extracted in such 
i<iuantitie.s as 'will cheapen it and thub 
/'.iring it into general use. The activity 
of radium is due to the spontaneous ex- 
plosion or breaking up of atoms, and 
consequently a novel source of energy 
much larger than any other jireviously 
known is obtaineil. The medical vnlue 
of the new discovery is still in doubt, 
a^hpugh many scientists affirm that ra- 
dium will 'cure caiieor. IDr. Morton per- 
'fci'teil a solution of radium in water, 
and by ih.'il lucthod int roiluceil radio- 
activity into tho human system, and, us 
he believes, perfected a cure of three 
casce of internal cancer.

I ani told that T. C? Wilson, whose pres- 
ent licndfiuarters are, I think, at Field, B. 
C, bought over 50 mountain sheep heads 
from tile Stony Indians last fall and win- 
ter. He bad •J12 of these heads exhibited 
In a store uiid offered for fale at Field' 
wlu'ii 1 was there 111 June last. In July, 
ulicn 1 visited the upper Saskatchewan^ 
leghjii, ^Vl!son had a trading jmst at 
Kodtcnal ]d:iliis, iin that river, where large 
numbers of the Stony Indians were thi>n 
camped anil were hunting throughout the 
surrounding country. Wilson was supply- 
ing these people with food «nd ammunition 
In" exokauge ,f or gamo heads and aklns, 
which, he In turn sells to tourists and oth- 
ers. 

Two men whom I met on the upper Saa- 
kalcliewan bad been trajiplug there during 
the past winter. 1 saw three of their 
•bear traps, each of which was lialted with 
the entire carcass of a goat, which had 
evidently been killed In the winter or early 
.spring. All this was In close season. 

1 say In the Spokane lake connlrv an- 
other trapper, nanieil .M. M. Fry, wlio lives 
at lloiiui'r's F.'rry, Id.-ilio. who, to my 
certain knowbMlg''. was killing every liv- 
ing thing he could find In that eounti-j- to 
halt lil.H traps with. He boasted to" us 
of havlug smuggled Into British Columbia 
certain dutiable goods, and chuckled over 
having been, smart enough to outwit the 
customs ottleers. He killed four goats near 
our camp, some nf whli li be usi'd to bait 
his bear -traps; and this la idoso season. 
When wo remonstrali''! with him, he said 
he recogiil:;ed no law iirohlblllng bini from 
klllieg any wlbl animal he might lliul. at 
any time or place, lie was cainpeii; within 
a few yards of us, aud one day In May 
lie brought In a female beaver which lie 
had caught "u a trap, and from which he 
look tbrei> nnborii ycung. This was after 
the li'gal si'asoii for Irappliii; 'beaver; ami, 
In fact. I am mifler the Impression that 
you liav a law prohibiting thi' taking of 
bi'iivcr at any time In Itrillsli Ci.hinibla. 
Tills man P'ry Ii.'is trapiicd la th.'it '■oiinliy 
each successive spr'iig for three vcars p.'ist. 
unr says he Intends to return there next 
sensott. 

Mr. W. W. Wright, of Spokane, Wash., 
whom r know pi'rsciiaily. ami who was la 
that country with ni.' In t'.HtJ, wss there 
iigaiii last spiln-. lie wciu tc .New Hen- 
ver anil loili;i.iI with tbi' offlci.rs ih"re a 
coni|ilalut against Fry. Uc reiioried iJic 
case to the pullce ofl'icer. or marshal, of 
the town, to the Justice of the peace, and 
to the goyeramcut agent. These men's 
names .are, respectively: J. T. Black, C. S 
KashdaM and A Metnnos. 

Tlii'se officers rcfeseil. however, to take 
ai'llou imainst Fry. nfferlng first one ex- 
aiiil tlien ainilbcr. The polleeman, 
' duty I unili'rstaiid It was to go after 
w:is cvlili'iitly Icm liizy to iro, as l'"rv 
was camp'd vii miles frmu'thc town, up lii 
the mountains. The ofl'lcer's '■xcu'^e was 
that Fry had takea out a miner's license 
anil that It ontltloil him to kill .such ani- 
mals as he might need for fond. Mr. 
Wright I'xplalneil that l'"'rv was not eat'm; 
these animals, and that at li'ast one of the 
goats lie klll.'d hiol r.'iu iln.'d where It fell 
uiitn It rotteil, boeanse Fr.v' did n..t iicil It 
for food, (ir for bear b.'ill. Wrlglu cx- 
idaini'il ilmt Fr.v was kll'ln-.,' ilslidn'-ki:.

he did not need many of them for halt, 
they rotted and were uot used In any way.

EDUCATION. 

Sir,— By .vour report of the meeting he 
tweeu the School Trustees and tho Council 
last .Monday, It would appear that the 
Trustees are determined, whether the rate- 
lia.vers eiiu afford It or not, to Increase the 
demands made upon them for public oduca 
'turn. 

At the present time the luxes on laud and 
Iniprnveiui'iits In the clly of Victoria 
anioniit to something over a (juarter of 11 
.mlUlun .per annum,, of which sum nearly 
two-tblrils IS' expended annually In Itqultlo- 
tion of cxLstlng debts. The taxes levied 
under this head are already. In cases nil 
Ion nmneriius. In excess of the aelual 
rates received; so disproportionate are ilie.v 
In many eases. In aelual value, and so iin- 
cerlalii are they as to what further de- 
mands mey be made and what further 
debts nniy be Incurred by the clly, that 
real estate Is almost unsalable even ut 
ruinous prices. It Is surely time that real 
estate owners made some determined stand 
against these eviT-lncreiislng demands for 
objects of doubtful value. 

The .Sehool Act, seetloa 711, says: "I'^v- 
try clilhl from the age of seven to twelve 
liiellislve, shall attend some si'hool or <illi- 
crwise be edni-ated for sl.'^ months In cvei^y 
year." This Is compulsory, and being com- 
pulsory, must be .provided for free of 
charge. Section 80, however, In dellnlug 
the powers of the Trustees, says: '"Dlie 
lliiard of Truslces shall have po-wor, and It 
sh.ill be Ihe duly of (he Hoard to .provide 
Kiiirieleni school aceonimndallon and tuition 
free of charge, for all elilldren In the dis- 
trict between sl.x nnd sl,\teea yars of age, 
Ineluslve," This, therefore, Is the 'IniK of 
their powers to provide education free of 
charge. 

SJeetlon ,'i7 provliles tliat the "Trustees 
hliall. Ml or before thn tlrr.t day of Febru- 
nry la eaeh year, capsc tq.'h.Q prepared and 
laid before tli(! Cl'tjr, Council,' a.detal'lcd 
estimate of the sums re'nulrcd by the 
(Hoard for the current year's ordinary ex- 
penses of nnilulalnlng the seliools as they 
exist a( (he (hue of making such esllmate, 
which Slims shall be ji'ild over from time 
to time as reiiulrcd, upon the order of the 
Trustees, by the city treasurer."
